I 
confess to some guilt because when 
I was gallantly defending tho sr.- 
cred heritage of Valley Forge on 
the home front I frequently swung 
stout and fearless blows at 
the 


unioneers in the name of the ab- 
sent ones, as a selfelccted guard-

Americas

than the rights of all the rest of 
us. It is a further fact that, being 
average 
Americans, 
themselves, 


Lhey were no more aware of any 
impairment of their personality by 
ihe Roosevelt Fascist 
movement 
than the civilians here at home.

Stalled Truck

least 3,000 head of cattle were de- 
stroyed by a prairie fire that raged 
over more than 500 square miles 
of farms and ranches, fields ..' and 
pastures in central South Dakota 
before being brought under control 
early today.

Officials feared the number ol 


cattle already know to be lost would 
he only a fraction of the final total.

estimated 25,000 head were be- 
ing fed on the 
200 ranches ,an" 
farms within the stricken area. 


Considering possible loss in hay 
and other feed, pasturage, home: 
and other buildings, they describee 
the fire as the greatest single dis 
aster to hit the section since

drought. Burned out communica 
tions lines made exact loss esti 
mated impossible. 
For more than 12-hours withou 


relief a 300-man army of volunteer 
fire fighters fought the fire with 
wet sacks, water hauled in by tank 
trucks, plows to cut protective fur- 
rows, and backfires.
